OCEAV CARGO STEAMERS. 
ee ge 

The terrifiz storms that have awept over the 
North Atlantic during the present season have 
put the seaworthiness of many ocean steamers 
to a severe test. They have wlth very few 
exceptions steod the buffc ings very creditably. 
Both the rsgular liners ard the tramp steamers 
have proved to be equal to the strength required 
of them, 

There has been In the past considerable 
slurring af the so-called tram steamer, Much 

has been sald -derogatory of the construction 
of thischassof vewel. It may be that hereto- 
fore cirtaln of these steamers were more or 
Jegs fiulty in theie butld and bave given rise to 
much unfavorable comment. Bot the keen 
corpeiltion of the preaent time has tended to 
correct any abuse of this kind that may possibly 
have exited and the tramp, or more properly 
the freight steamer of to-day, tn a comparatlyely 
anfe and reliable veasel. The development of 
th's steamer has been very rapid Indeed and 
largely in the nature of an exoeriment in all 
respects, That so very great excellence shoald 
be attsined in a steamer for this particular 
service, as witnessed in certaln of the more 
recently hallt cargo boats, fy remarkable, Com- 
parlasn of the newer of these boats with many of 
the passenger steamers afl vat at the present ime 
wou'd not result unfivarsbly co the former, Thelr 
great sizé and excellent equipment, particularly 
adanted ta thelr specific employment, glves them 
high rank as oc-an-grlog vessels, ‘be passenger 

. ostesmerofnol many years past {n point of 
j:f+tv did na® newly approach the ‘ordinary 
frelvht steamer of the present time, The 
dividing efthe hull into water-thght compart- 
ments and the varions other safety devices to

ment it may be ‘noticed that, aa regards the 
North Atlantic trade particularly,the combination 
cargo and passenger steamers are gradually bes. 
coming lewsin numb«ss In the passenger express 
steamer we have not strictly # mon-carrylng 
cargo boat, but it is one that approsches very 
nearly to ft. The time may come when It will 
be entirely.so, The tramp steamer may make 
this posstble, as belng run at much less expense, 
they should be able to carry on thls traffic more 
prcfitatly, at the ruling rates of freight, The 
aryo steamer has deserved well the co: fidencec 
of the shi ping communlty because of her very 
excelent brhavicr gene-ally in the severe storms 
ahe bas rxperlerced daring the present season.
